to be confidered as laſt drawn Ticket, and intitled 
as ſuch to the Prize in the Scheme: as ſoon as the 
Drawing is finiſhed, the Managers are, according 
to the Act, to cauſe all the fortunate Numbers, 
with their Prizes, to be locked up in a ſtrong Box; 
and kept in their Cuſtody till they ſhall take them 
out, and ſettle and adjuſt the Property of them. The 
Managers are alſo enjoin'd by the Act to print, as

about the Property. of a Prize to determine to whom 
is to belong: This Liſt is contained in a Book 
which is publiſhed. a few Weeks after the Drawing 
is ended, by Mr. Lee, under the Royal Exchange, 
and is ſold for 5s. But beſides this, there is a half 
Sheet publiſhed every Evening, during the Draws 
ing, under the Authority of the Managers, thouę h 
not required by the Act, containing a Lift of the 
Prizes, ' which is of great Service to the Brokers 
and Lottery Offices, and the Public in general;
